Shows Remarkable Speed in a 
Training Galiop at a Mile. 



Rockminister Works Soundly — 
St. Henry Given an Easy Mile 
— Surf Rider to Race Early. 



LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 13.— Further evi- 
dence that all traces of liis injured heel have 
disappeared was given this morning by Rock- 
minister, Montfort Jones’ Kentucky Derby 
colt, when he galloped an easy mile in 1:1875 
at Douglas Park. Trainer Kay Spence in- 
dulged the son of Friar Rock in a leisurely 
work-out, with speed the least of his 
thoughts, and the colt was under stout re- 
straint throughout. Rockminister was the 
only probable starter in the big stake in this 
section to show his wares today, with the ex- 
ception cf Chatterton, which was given a 
brisk gallop of a half mile in 50 in prepara- 
tion for a work-out tomorrow. Billy Star, 
another member of the Jones stable, accom- 
panied the Derby candidate for seven-eighths 
of a mile and when he pulled up Rockminis- 
ter proceeded to do likewise. This colt will 
not work alone, but he shows an inclination 
to put forth his best efforts when paced by 
another horse. The fractional time was : 
Quarter in 25%, half in 51% and three-quar- 
ters in 1:18%. 

The real sensation of the morning was a 
mile in 1 :11% by Gentility, G. L. Blackford’s 
eligible for the Ashland, Kentucky and La 
tonia Oaks, and incidentally a candidate for 
the Derby. Not to be outdone by Miss Joy 
and Fair Phantom, which displayed un- 
usually high speed at Douglas Park today. 
Gentility ‘ turned on” in a manner that fair- 
ly dazzled the work watchers. Trainer Dick 
Vestal instructed jockey Albert Wilson to 
hold her to the rate of a mile in about 1 :43, 
but the lad said that he was afraid to in 
crease his pressure on her for fear that he 
would take her off her stride. 

LIGHT BRIGADE FAST FILLY. 

The Light Brigade filly ran the first eighth 
In 11%. quarter in 22%, three-eighths in 
34 %, half in 47, five-eighths in 59%, three 
quarters in 1 :13 and seven-eighths in 1 :27%. 
fclie was abating in speed at the end, as the 
time would indicate, but her rider was taking 
her under restraint. When she came back 
she was not even broke out in perspiration 
and horsemen who witnessed the trial pro- 
nounced her a phenomenal filly. 

Many of them who have been training 
horses for a quarter of a century or longer 
said that they have never seen a thorough 
bred go about its task in such an easy man- 
ner and so fast. 

John E. Madden came from Lexington to 
give St. Henry, which he is preparing for 
the Preakncss at Pimlico for Montfort 
Jones, another work-out and the colt turned 
In an easy mile in 1:45% and then galloped 
another eighth in 1 :59. 

The two tracks w T ere at their best today 
and with spring weather on the job the 
trainers were busy throughout the forenoon. 
Quite a few sharp moves were noted with 
two-year-olds figuring in them. Many of the 
youngsters have run three-eighths of a mile 
in better than 36 within the past week and 
the outlook for more good horses in this di 
vision than for some years past is most 
promising. 

Surf Rider, one of the most highly fancied 
Derby prospects hereabouts, w’ill engage in 
actual competition before he goes to the post 
in the Derby, as trainer Kay Spence will 
take him and twenty-two others to Lexing- 
ton on next Tuesday. 

MISS JOY TO LEXINGTON. 

Miss Joy and Fair Phantom will also be in 
the shipment, while most of the remainder 
will be composed of two-year-olds. Prac- 
tically even* horse that Spence will ship 
there has stake engagements to fill. 

Surf Rider will make his debut in the Blue 
Grass Stakes, which is regarded as the Ken- 
tucky Derby preliminary. 

Racing secretary William H. Shelley re- 
turned last night from Cincinnati, where 
he went to attend the funeral of Edward 
Jasper. He will open his office at Lexing- 
ton on next Monday. 

Trainer C. C. Van Meter came back from 
Bowiing Green, Ky. He buried his mother 
there Wednesday morning. 

It is doubtful if there is a case in medical 
history among horses to parallel that of 
White Boots, one of Murphy’s two-year-old 
colts, by Boots and Saddle — Pearl G., which 
had to be kept in his stall in a sw'ing for 
twenty-two days as the result of lockjaw 
and then recovered. The youngster is stand 
ing hard training now and will be ready for 
racing this spring.

His Successful Riding Marks Wednseday’s Rac- 
ing at Tijuana — Be Frank Works Fast. 



Inkling of Derby and Preakness Form to B: 
Expected at Havre de Grace. 



TIJUANA, Mexico, April 13.— On four sep- 
arate and distinct occasions this afternoon 
jockey Ted Wilson saluted the judges from 
the winner’s ring and, as regards horseman- 
ship for the afternoon, l»e moved to the head 
of the class without a near rival. This rider’s 
work in the saddle was most satisfying and 
he is picking up a big following, even when 
astride horses conceded only outside chances. 
In the order of his success jockey Wilson 
arrived with Joe Blair, Katherine Rankin, 
Little Beach and July Fly. 

The program was only one race old when 
Wilson scored his initial success, this being 
on Joe Blair, that eleven-ycar-old marvel of 
speed. Even if Joe’s legs are not of the 
best it was the general opinion that he could 
win w’ith only half the number a good horse 
is supposed to possess. This was no fallacy 
and the aged son of Bonnie Joe won all the 
way like any one-to-two shot should. He 
was three lengths in front of Squirrel Haw- 
kins, with Olive D. third. 

The seventh and then the concluding race, 
each at three-quarters mile, w*ere additional 
victories for Wilson. In the former he rode 
the favorite, Little Beach, to a two-lengtli 
victory over Harrigan’s Heir, with May 
Maulsby finishing third. The latter probably 
would have been second had she not stumbled 
in the stretch. 

The “high school horse,” Don Jose, on the 
strength of his recent victories, wa3 made 
first choice in the concluding contest and, as 
is his manner of running, he went right to 
the front and traveled as far and fast as he 
could. However, he tired midway of the 
stretch and jockey Wilson, who raced July 
Fly in closest pursuit of Don Jose, moved 
the Marchmont mare up fast and she won 
by a length. Don Jose had no contention 
for second place, for Smiling Maggie was 
three lengths aw T ay. 

Be Frank, which meets Mulciber in a spe- 
cial match race at one and an eighth miles 
Sunday, was given a work-out between races. 
He was sent one and an eighth miles in 
1:56% eased up. He carried 122 pounds and 
had jockey C. H. Miller in the saddle. Miller 
has been engaged to ride him Sunday, when 
he will go to the post with only 115 pounds, 
an extremely light impost for him. 

Jockey E. Taylor departed tonight for his 
home in Munsing, Mich. He will take a rest 
and will then go to eastern Canada to re- 
sume his saddle activities. 

Among the noted visitors was Col. W. E. 
Applegate. He arrived unheralded, but it 
w r as not long before he w’as discovered by 
many friends. 

Many of the horsemen and employes of the 
track attended the funeral of M. E. (Smoky) 
James, which was held in San Diego yester- 
day morning. The interment was in a San 
Diego cemetery. 

The funeral of J. A. Huntamer, father of 
jockey Huntamer, will be held in San Diego 
today. 

Smiling Maggie changed ownership via the 
claiming route, the mare being taken out of 
the last race by Z. Barnett for $800. 

The three-year-old colt Cruzern, brother to 
Lantados, was out on the track this morning. 
Horsemen remarked that he bears a strong 
resemblance to his daddy, Cruzados. He is 
an easy colt to gaze on. His conformation 
is striking and he seems to have all the ear- 
marks of high class promise. 

H. T. Palmer will ship his stable to the 
Maple Heights course at Cleveland and is se- 
riously thinking of subsequently campaigning 
his bread-winners at Omaha. The Palmer 
stable has been one of the most consistent 
here. 

M. E. (Smoky) James, an employe of the 
mutuel department of the Tijuana track 
died Tuesday of a lingering illness. He was 
wrell known to w’estern horsemen. 



The opening of the Havre de Grace meet- 
ing Saturday is the real beginning of the 
annual eastern racing campaign. The Bowie 
meeting being one of purses only, its rac- 
ing is in the main contested by low’-class 
horses. It is seldom any horse capable of 
making turf history is started there. It is 
different at Havre de Grace. Here we shall 
undoubtedly see some of the important Ken- 
tucky Derby and Preakness Stakes candi- 
dates in action, some of those already backed 
in the Derby future books. What they may 
do will be solicitously considered and 
weighed by their hopeful backers. The Whit- 
ney and Ross stables may show some of 
their prospective stars and the much fancied 
Violinist has been sent there for the benefit 
of a race or two before returning to Louis- 
ville for the big western feature. Good 
Times will also probably have an opportunity 
to show whether his owner’s estimate that 
he has nothing to fear from Morvich is well 
founded or not. Missionary, Lucky Hour, 
Runstar, Sidereal, Marble and some others 
with excellent racing credentials as two- 
year-olds are likely to give a glimpse of 
what may be expected from them this year. 

It is hardly to be expected that really def- 
inite conclusions can be based on the racing 
of the three-year-olds at the meeting, but 
anything they do will be intensely interest- 
ing to the many who are looking forward to 
the exciting and difficult problem of picking 
the winners of the two important races re- 
ferred to. 

Aside from what these younger racers may 
do the inclusion of such older stars as Exter- 
minator, Billy Kelly, Careful, Bon Homme, 
Bunga Buck, Baby Grand, Eddie Ricken- 
bacher, Tryster, Lion d’O, Star Voter, Sail- 
ing B., On Watch, Polly Ann, Paul Jones, 
Oriole, Pen Rose and Boniface will be among 
those destined to provide delectable enter- 
tainment for the pilgrims present from Bal- 
timore, Philadelphia, Washington, New York 
and other near-by points. 

It is the revealment of early form, some 
anticipated and some entirely unexpected, 
that makes our early important meetings 
so fascinating. 

Exactly two weeks from the opening at 
Havre de Grace will come the similar inau- 
guration of the western campaign at Lexing- 
ton. Its revelations will be even more de- 
lightful, or sorrowful, as the case may be, 
than those to be forthcoming at Havre de 
Grace.

DEVONSHIRE INTERNATIONAL 



Canadian Track to Increase Value of Race 
Over the $29,000 Offered Last Year. 



LEXINGTON, Ky., April 13.— Before leav- 
ing here last night for Canada to look after 
some improvements to be made at Devon- 
shire Park Bradley Wilson, manager of that 
plant, stated it to be his intention, providin 
there are no untow'ard circumstances, to this 
year renew the Devonshire International, 
which last year produced the splendid race 
between Grey Lag and Black Servant. 

“It is my idea,” he said, “to have a race 
that will bring together the winners of the 
Preakness Stakes, the Kentucky Derby, the 
Belmont Stakes, the Latonia Derby and the 
Championship Cup, w r hich it is proposed to 
give at Latonia in advance of the Latonia 
Derby. As to the conditions, the distance 
and the prize for such a race, that will have 
to be worked out later. It is my idea to 
have the race during our second meeting, 
which will be the last week in August. 

“Last year we gave $20,000 to the Interna- 
tional, which w r as at one mile and an eighth. 
It is likely that the prize and the distance 
this year will both be increased. I would 
be glad to have the judgment of horse owners 
and trainers upon such a race.”

LUCKY HOUR’S DAM IS DEAD 



LEXINGTON, Ky., April 13.— Shortly 
after foaling an unusually large and hand- 
some colt, by Fair Play, at the Nursery 
Stud this morning, Major August Belmont’s 
valuable young mare, Lucky Catch, died. 
Mrs. Elizabeth Kane, manager of the Nurs- 
ery Stud, set about to secure a fresh mare 
to suckle the foal and procured one (not 
thoroughbred,) from Miss Elizabeth Dain- 
gerfield at Haylands Stud, which foaled 
during this afternoon. Substitution of the 
foals took place immediately. 

Lucky Catch was the dam of the Gold 
colt Lucky Hour (by Hourless), with which 
E. F. Simms and Henry Oliver hope this 
year to win the Kentucky Derby. Lucky 
Catch, sister to Lucullite, was foaled in 
1914 and wras by Trap Rock (brother to 
Tracery), from Lucky Lass, by Ormondale. 
Lucky Catch wras reserved for the stud 
without racing and her first foal was the 
winner Lucky Find. 



BOWIE, Md., April 13. — Horses bred in 
England, both by Sol and John B. Joel, have 
figured conspicuously in racing abroad for 
a number of years. During the early days of 
the World War some of those royally-bred 
horses were imported to this country. One 
of them w’as War Note, a son of Spanish 
Prince — Sun Maiden, by Sundridge. Today 
at Prince George Park War Note gave a 
demonstration of the speed and stamina ex- 
pected in such a royally-bred horse. He w r as 
one of the six starters in the main contest 
of the afternoon, a dash of six and a half 
furlongs, and had a foernan w'orthy of his 
steel in the fast Superman horse Super, in 
addition to four ethers of fair ability. The 
finish found this pair fighting valiantly, with 
the result in doubt until the final strides. 
After St. Donard, the pacemaker, tired from 
showing the w*ay War Note moved into the 
lead and all through the final eighth was 
under a hard drive to withstand the great 
speed of the onrushing Super, the two cross- 
ing the finishing line separated by a short 
half length. It was a great race and a be- 
fitting finish. 

Jockey C. Lang figured prominently in this 
afternoon’s racing and his many admirers 
profited handsomely when he rode Jean F., 
Charles J. Craigmile and Jacques to victory. 
L. Morris also was in the limelight, piloting 
War Note and Ultra Gold to well-earned tri- 
umps. 

The card offered this afternoon was a vast 
improvement over those of the past two days 
and the fields were of much better quality. 
Racing was of a spirited order and thrilling 
finishes prevailed in the majority of the 
races. Weather conditions were all that 
could be desired and bordered on the mid- 
summer variety. The track was in splendid 
condition and fast time was displayed in 
each race. The attendance showed a decided 
increase over that of yesterday, the Wash- 
ington contingent requiring the service of 
an extra train. 

Jean F., under a good ride by jockey 
Lang, graduated from the maiden ranks in 
the running of the opening race of the after- 
noon, which brought together a field of 
twrelve two-year-olds, in a stirring finish 
from Dentaria and Illusionist. The start 
was a poor one and the winner sprinted 
into a short lead which ho maintained, 
although ridden out to the end to outstay 
the fast -coming Dentaria. 

After his success in the opener Lang came 
right back with another winner in the sec- 
ond race in Charles J. Craigmile. The latter 
had only to canter to win this, a dash of six 
and a half furlongs, scoring by a w’ide mar- 
gin from Bryngar and Lloyd George. 

JOCKEY GANTNER INJURED. 

A fast band of sprinters paraded to. the 
post for the running of the third race, a dash 
of three-quarters mile under claiming con- 
ditions. Victory fell to Ultra Gold, which 
emerged triumphant in a hard drive with 
Mavourneen, while Plucky was third. The 
start of the race was delayed for several 
minutes, due to an accident in which jockey 
A. Gantner was the victim. 

While parading to the post Mavourneen 
displayed her bad temper and kicked at 
Hobey Baker. The blow landed on Gant» 
ner’s ankle, but fortunately did not break 
any bones, but inflicted a nasty bruise. The 
boy was forced to cancel all his mounts and 
W’ill be unable to ride for some time. 

E. W. Moore was notified this morning that 
nine of his horses had been shipped from 
winter quarters at Nashville, Tenn., to Cleve- 
land to race at that point. This division of 
the stable will be trained by M. Shephard. 

At a sale which was held in the paddock 
before the running of the first race these 
horses, the property of miscellaneous owners, 
were disposed of with Dr. II. J. McCarthy 
acing as auctioneer. Lucky Girl, J. Bauer 
$1,000; The Muleskinner, L. Denny $650; 
Challenger, J. Arthur, $550 ; Tiger Rose, 
J. Moore, $G00. 

J. Wilson’s Night Light, a two-year-old, 
w r as unsexed yesterday and he w’ill not be 
turned out at Bowie until later in the year. 

Louise Groody was jumped on badly in 
the first race and cut about the stifle and 
will not be seen under colors until ths 
Jamaica meeting. 

The H. C. Fisher stable, which was shipped 
from Kentucky, arrived at Havre de Gracs 
yesterday. 

Ten of the II. P. Whitney horses arrived 
at Havre de Grace from Brookdale. The 
stable will be trained by James Rowe, Jr„
